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TACTICAL INSTRUCIION OF OBFICERS. 

Tae “signs of the times” are now becoming 
quite distinct, and must soon be read by the will- 
ing and the unwilling. They proclaim the dawn 
of a newera in the history of our Army. The 
old Army with its glorious traditions, its noble 
sacrifices, its heroic service, its generous compan- 
ionship, its vices, (almost made virtues by its loy- 
alty and manliness,) will soon exist only in the 
thrilliog tales of the gray haired sire, as he draws 
his grandchildren about his knee and repeats the 
stories of the Custer tragedy. How Thornburgh 
fell; of Fort Fetterman, and Sisseton, of Cochise, 
Victorio, and Geronimo, and wipes a suspicious 
moisture from his eye as he recalls the memories 
of his gallant companions who long years before 
fell at the front in gallant charges on the savage 
foe. It is all over, and we find ourselves now 
drifting slowly but surely into a new Army, to be 
known, not asa fighting Army, but as an educa 
tional Army. The policy is clearly set forth by 
the Secretary of War, concurred in by the General 
of the Army, and announced to Congress by the 
President in his annual message. Any increase in 
the enlisted strength is beyond immediate hope. 

Tbe concentration in large posts is to be con- 
tinued. The artillery is to be increased, which is 
eminently wise and thoroughly in accord with our 
national needs. 

Tbe number of cadets at the Military Academy 
will, it is hoped, be increased, must be increased, to 
aid in the scheme of education we are now devel- 
oping. Some predict that the day will come when 
the Regular Army will be needed to protect our 
great cities from the lawlessness of great mobs, 
forgetting that the States must, under the Consti- 
tution, control their own internal economy, and 
they have recently shown their perfect ability todo 
so. Our Army, then, must become a military 
school, from which teach2rs must be obtained for 
the great mass of our able bodied patriotic men and 
youths who elect to accept military education in 
our colleges, universities, and NationalGuard. We 
had better j»in the procession willingly and share 
its enthusiasm, than to be dragged in near the end 
of the march and then not be allowed to share in 
the rewards of victory. Before we can attempt 
the education of others we must prepare ourselves 
for the duty. The man with the most knowledge 
is not necessarily the best teacher, but a man with- 
out a good, sound knowledge of a subject is neces- 
sarily a poor teacher of it. It is evidently our 
duty to get knowledge and to set about it with as 
little delay as possible. 

The theoretical part cannot be aequired by the 
mere reading of books or essays ; we must get some 
process which will more fully develop our thinking 
capacities instead of filling our heads with a mass 
of unarrarged, undigested information. A distin- 
guished m.n once said to me that he “thought our 
people read too much and thought too little,” and 
a continued course of thesis reading, as condacted 
in lyceum meetings, is likely to aggravate this 
trounle. Readiog must not be neglected, bat hay- 
ing done the reading in our quarters, why not make 
the lyceum su,plement the reading as problems 
supplement tne deductions of the rules in mathe- 
matics? Ina other words, develop it into a tactical 
school in waich each member shall, under the con- 
trol of the presiding officer, be both origiaator and 
critic, and each draw all possible benefit from the 
study and experience of the others. 

In teaching mathematics we first compel the stu- 
dent to masier the theory by the deduction of the 
rules; baving mastered the processes of deduction, 
we aim to fix the rules in his mind by having him 
soive problems under them. S-arting with simple 
ones, which every man in the clas3 can readily 
solve, we increase thcir complexity until we reach 
those which perhaps none can solve without the as- 
sistance of the master. 

Military science should be studied in the same 
way. First we must acquire the theory as ex 
pounded by well-known cx, erts of the past and 
present. Many men scoff at theoretical training, 
and pin their faith to the so-¢alled praetical man, 
forgetting that with rare exceptions he ean only do 
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when confronted by new conditions he has no sound 
basis upon which he can form his plan of action. 
Having scquired the theory of some particular daty 
or movement the student needs an opportunity to 
test his knowledge practically. The best training 
would of course be an actual illustration with 
troops on the ground, such asour Freach and Ger- 
man friends usein their mancuvres, Our oppor- 
tunities for practical work of that kind have been 
very limited, but they could and ought to be greatly 
in-reased in the near future. 

‘Tt is well understood that the object of these 
maneuvres is nut to illustrate war, but to develop 
the instruction of the troops as well as that of the 
officer.” In other words, they are practical schools 
for tactieal instruction on a large scale. They work 
over the same ground again and again under differ 
ent conditions, make attacks on theoretically oc- 
cupied p sitions, and do many things which actual 
war might bring about very differently, but none 
can deny that they are most excellent for training 
officers to reflect, to estimate conditions and re 
sults, and to familiarize themselves with the details 
of their profession. 

THE QUALITIES WE SHOULD SEEK TO DEVELOP. 

The qualities we desire to develop are the power 
to think quickly and correctly and to act promptly. 

As thought precedes action, it is logically in or- 
der to develop the thinking power first and to have 
the thoughts based on a good, sound knowledge of 
military principles acquired by careful study and 
practice, 

We constantly meet with the statement that we 
must provide for more individual action, in the 
future. Officers must be ready to assume the in- 
itiative, and to act with vigor and good judgment. 
This will be true of officers of all grades from the 
2d lieutenant to the General. We cannot overlook 
serious errors in judgment, on account of this in- 
creased individuality, but must, on the contrary, 
demand higher responsibility, and an incompetent 
officer must not be given a second opportunity to 
saciifice the lives of our men and jeopardize the 
success of the cause. Modern warfare from every 
point of view requires the most caretul and exact- 
ing training ia time of peace. We are furtbermore 
becoming better acquainted with our National 
Guard organizations and have discovered that they 
are making wonderful progress in the elements of 
drill and discipline. The acquaintance has two 
sides. They are watching us pretty closely, and are 
asking embarrassing questions as to what we are 
doing in the way of higher training in our profes- 
sion, 

We must be prepared to answer this question in 
a satisfactory way, or we will find our influence 
diminishing. The reapect of the amateur for the 
professional diminishes as soon as he discovers he 
can best him at bis own specialties. The National 
Guardsman has but little time to devote to military 
matters, and if he becomes proficient in drill, guard 
duty and target practice he accomplishes a great 
deal. Having acquired this proficiency in time 
taken from his business, he has an undoubted right 
to expect great things from the soldier whose en- 
tire time 1s given to his profession, and towards 
whose support he pays his share of the taxes. 
There are some regiments in the National Guard 
which are now ready to advance into a higher grade 
of tactical instruction, and they have a right to ex- 
pect us to be able to give that instruction. Are we 
ready ? 

During the past ten years we have made tremen- 
dous progress in professional interest aud theoretical 
knowledge, while our practical opportunities on 
the frontier have diminished and we can easily 
foresee the end of them in a few years. Ino future 
we will have very large armies with the consequent 
increased difficulties in supplying, mancuvring, 
fighting, sheltering, etc. Errors and ignorance will 
be more seriously felt, but there is no necessity for 
multiplying reasons for sound and thorough tactical 
instruction, it is evident to all. The question is, 
bow can we go about it so as to get the greatest 
benefit. 

We must turn again to our French and Germaa 
friends, who are the most thorough and laborious 
students of the art of war, and ask them to give 
us the benefit of their experience and long training. 

We pass by the examinations for promotion into 
the staff or for entrance into the various war col- 
leges, as we want to devise a system for all line offi- 
cers and not for a selecied few. 


WHAT THE FRENCH AND GERM,NS TEACH US, 


The first information on the subject I find is from 
General Biron Kaulbars *‘Notes of a Russian Offi 
cer on the German Army.” 

‘« Througnout the Prussian Army they require of 
each officer, during the winter, a memoir written 
ona given subject. The subjects are designated by 
the battalion commanders, wno ip their choice must 
arrange them so their officers will be obliged to 
work and reflect. With this in view, they put the 
questions so they cannot be answered in a few 
words, but the officer must on the contrary be re 
quired to make long and careful research through 
the books at bis disposition. Thus they are not con- 
tent with requiring of an officer an account of some 
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criticism of it, or to discuss judiciously the influ. 
ence of particular circumstances on the course of 
events.” 

We find sufficient points of similarity between 
this system and the lyceum to lead us to believe 
that the latter is a crude, undeveloped child of the 
former, and might with careful nursing attain full 
growth into a similar highly useful feature of our 
military entity. 

It will hardly be necessary to more than refer to 
the system outlined by Verdy du Vernois, which 
under the band of a master might lead to excellent 
results. We are not quite far enough advanced yet 
to adopt that system, ever if it were altogether free 
from objectionabie features. 

The Germans combine their theoretical instruc- 
tion with, exercises on the ground, which greatly 
aid officers in judging circumstances. This system 
of instruction is perfectly feasible for us, and has 
been for years. 

Marshal Von Moltke prepared many problems for 
staff officers and sometimes indicated the method 
by which he desired them to be solved. He fre- 
quently criticised the solutions submitted, 1n writ- 
ing. Such training with such a skilful master was 
extremely valuable. 

The French by a ministerial decree in the ’70s, 
put before their officers a long series of questions 
‘** requiring hard work, numerous researches, and 
serious reflection.” They were eminently fitted to 
form the judgment of the young men but were in- 
sufficient to develop their tactical instructizn.” 
(Journal des Sciences Militaires.} 

I have also found a work of Uolonel von Bulow 
mentioned, in which he has a list of 308 questions, 
to be put to officers depending upon the grade. 


THE METHOD PROPOSED. 


None of these systems are quite adapted to our 
wants jast at present, but from a consideration of 
all of them we may arrive at a method which will 
fall within our present possibilities, will be a 
good school of instruction and be in the line of de. 
velopment of the lyceum syatem, of which the ma- 
chinery is already in motion and only needs to be 
fed with new raw material to produce valuable pro- 
ducts. 

The only apparatus needed will be two or three 
large blackboards which can be made at any post, 
and a roll of cartridge paper of maximum width 
upon which the maps can be drawn. 

For the first few months we should confine our- 
selves to a consideration of what has already been 
done, to familiarize ourselves with the method of 
work. To this end we should have some of the 
simple problems proposed by Von Moltke, or those 
for entrance examinations to the staff schools of 
France, Germany, or Eogland. It would be well 
to take these, as the solutions can be obtained for 
reference, after they have been made from our 
point of view in the lyceum. I have before me a 
little work named “ Solutions de Douze Sujets Tac- 
tiques donnés; aux Examens d’entrée a |’Ecole Sa- 
perieure de guerre,” which contains a very pleas- 
ing and instructive set of problems, with solutions 
given by a staff officer and former pupil of the 
school. The study of a few of these would prepare 
us to take up some historical examples as, for in- 
stance, Napoleon’s orders previous to Austerlitz 
or Jena, Von Moltke’s orders before Gravelotte and 
Vionville, or some of the many prominent engage- 
ments in our own war. These studies should be 
approached in the following way. First the maps 
should be exposed with the troops in position as 
they were at the time the order was issued, and 
only so much of the enemy’s position and numbers 
indicated, as was known to the officer issuing the 
order at the ¢eme it was issued. Having this in 
view, a number of officers should be required to 
write out the orders they would give under the in- 
dicated circumstances ; that completed, the actual 
order should be produced and comparison insti- 
tuted. This would be a fruitful and interesting 
education in writing orders, a very important part 
of every officer’s training and especiaily essential to 
staff officers. 

We coulu then pass from the orders to the actual 
disposition of the troopsin accordance with the 
supposed dispositions of the enemy, and after ori 
ginal studies on this point we could introdace the 
enemy in positions he is now known to have occupied 
and could discuss the tactical situation in the light 
of history—ignoripg tne strategy and combat— 
rather a difficult thing for us, as our training 
the past generally commenced at “strategy” and 
ended wit a hasty glance at quartermasters’ pa 
pers. There are hopeful indications that future 
generations will be started on the road to military 
giory at the foot of the slope. instead of being 
rolicd dowao from the top. I should adopt the 
method deseribed above in the early stages of in- 
structivn as being somewhat similar to the popular 
kindergartsn method, The master builds a house 
out of certain blocks while the pupil observes, He 
then tears it down, shuffles the blocks and passes 
them to the studeat with instractions to reprodace 
the house. He progresses until he is able to select 
his own materials and to build the house in accord- 
ange with sound structural and architeccural prin- 
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lead of the masters until we feel sure of the 
groand and can pass to original work. 

Difficulties would arise at first and it would take 
a little time and experience to satisfactorily ar- 
range the details of the system, but I believe that 
they would be easily overcome, and by adopting 
the best features developed at our various posts, it 
could soon be made a smooth, interesting and val- 
uable course of instruction. God schools do not 
spring into existence like masbrooms; they are the 
result ot long years of patient work. All I pretend 
in this is simply to suggest a beginoing. The per- 
fection will come from the years of patient labor 
and the zeal of our many able officers at each post 
in the service. 

As an illustratiou of the class of work in which 
we ought to soon attain proficiency, I give the fol- 


lowing, taken with some modifications, from the] 


work referred to above. 
ILLUSTRATION OF THE PROPOSED METHOD. 


The map, as indicated in the fizure, has been pre- 
pared by some officer, either on the black board or 
ou large paper, before the time set fur the meeting, 
omitting, of course, the location of the troops. 

After the meeting has been called to order the 
presiding officer proposes the following theme for 
the evening: 

THEME. § 
The advance guard of an army corps, comprising: 
l regiment of cavalry (12 troops), 
1 brigade of infantry (3 regiments), 
1 battery of artillery \6 guns), 
1 ambulance detachment, 
Is marching along the main road towards Thorn. 
Arriving at Barn, where it should pass the night, 
oe commanding officer receives the fol'owing 
order:

PROBLEM. 


The theme having been placed upon the board the 
work for the evening would be as follows:

a. To the cavalry in reference to the service of ex- 
ploration. 

b. For the service of security for the night. 

e For bivouac of the main body, and its disposition 
for combat in case of an alarm. 

21. The reports of the following officers: 

d, = the cavalry officer charged with the explora- 
tion. 
e. Of the commander of the outposts. 

There are five divisions of the work outlined, one 
to be assigned to each of five officers. At tbe com- 
mencement of the course these may be assigned 
some days before the meeting, to give the officers an 
opportunity to study them up, and familiarize 
themselves with the accepted methods of perform- 
ing these various duties, but after afew months of 
practice the work should not be announced until 
the meeting is called, and then a time allowance 
should be made in each case to make it conform as 
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of this training is to prepare us to act quickiy and 
intelligently in the field. 

1 will give the solution as itis given in my book 
with some alterations. It may not be the best pos- 
sibla solution, but it is, in the main, satisfactory. 

Firat, let ns consider the commander of the ad- 
vance guard. He must organiz> his service of ex- 
ploration and send the cavalry to tbe front to get 
touch with the enemy, if possible, and gain inform- 
ation of his movements. 

Second—He must locate his outposts so as to guard 
the crossings of the river, and must make them suf- 
ficiently strong to hold them. He must at the same 
time preserve a free zone of manceuvre for his main 
body between the stream and his place of bivouac. 

He must select a line of resistance, loeate his troops 
in camp or bivouac, and designate places of assem 
bly in case of attack. 

Upon receiving the instructions of the General, 
guess above, he would give orders about as fol 

ows, 

The preparation of this order on the board to be

I. The enemy's scouts are reported asapproaching Thorn.

The above order is certainly sufficiently explicit 
and at the same time it leaves to each sub-com- 
mander sufficient control over the details of hisown 
specific duty te encourage hisindividuality. I bave 
placed the orders in a single issue, but it seems prob 
able that the best way in actual service would be 
to give the cavalry orders at once and to allow it to 
proceed on its mission. The orders for outpost duty 
could be given immediately upon reaching Benton. 
The instructions in reference to the bivouac could 
be issued verbally to the chiefs en route, while the 
orders for the assembly in oase of alarm could only 
be given after a reconvaisance of the ground. 
Having satisfied ourselves that the orders are 
proper the question as to time of issue could be 
fixed later. 
Having the order before the meeting, 15 minutes 
could be given to a discussion of it by paragraphs

The third pb covers the service of explar- 
ation. Is it clear and sufficiently sperfic? I think 
80. Lieut.-OColonel B being an efficient officer 
especially reelected for this duty, it would be a mis- 
take to give him detailed instructions, even if it 
were possible. 

Paragraph four is correct. 

Paragraph five is important asit covers theservice 
of security: First, as to the strength of the out 
—It is about one fifth of the command. A littie large 
for ordinary circumstances, but a strong effort is to 
be made to hold the river crossings which are 
numerous, and the detail is none too large. We 
might ask about the composition of it. Since we 
want to bold the bridges why not attach some artil- 
lery to the pickets to be placed in the bridge heads, 
Ono the whoie it is deemed wiser to keep the battery 
intact: the sloping ground on our side of the river 
gives an excellent field of fire for artillery and from

Are the orders to the commanding officer of out- 
posts sufficiently clear, as to his action in case the 
outposts are attacked. [ think not, there is nothing 
to indicate whether he is to bold the river to the last 
extremity. or whetber he is to makea good strong 
¢ ff ort to hold his own ground until overpowered,and 
then fall back on the main body which has a good tac- 
tical position. We may infer from the order that the 
brigade commander intends to reconnoitre the 
ground and to give the commander of the outposts 
nero specific instructions after he has examined the 
position. 

When the written order was issued the idea which 
would firat occur to the brigade commander would 
be to get information and to secure the line of the 
river with the least ble delay, and the instruc- 
tions to place the pickets at the crossings and to pre- 
pare them for defence would suffice for the time. 

The remaining paragraphs at the order could be 
discussed in a similar way, and it seems to me we 
would gain mucb valuabie practice in issuing orders, 
which should be specific, devoid of ambiguity and 
contain sufficient information without a lot of use- 
less details. 

Tbe next step in the programme in order of time 
would be the report of the commander of the out- 


posts, as follows:

The discussion of a preblem of this kind mi¢bt 
profitably and pleasantly occupy two hours during 
the evening meeting, and would certainly be more 
attractive than a prosy essay on “the Army shoe, 
or op the best method of shoeing a borse,” which 
bave been discussed at home, in the club,and on the 
parade ground, until it seems impossible that there 
sbould be anytbing pew on the subjects. 

Tbere is no limit to the range of these probleme; 
the situstion can be varied many times on the same 
map. We can begin with a company or even a 
platoon marching along a road in the theatre of 
operations when the enemy is known to be nearand 
we can progress toan Army corps with its trains 
apd all the paraphernalia of war. Wecan cover the 
subjec s of information, security, tactics, combat 
and suppiy for sil arms of the Service and thus 
secure progressive, systematic inetruction in minor 
tactics which we are not likely to secure in any 
otber way. We want something to cultivate our 
he bite of tbougbtand to direct them into proper 
cbhappels and to fasten our knowledge in the mind 
so it will be with us constantly and be available for 
im mediate use. There may be better schemes for 
attaining this end, but under present conditions, | 
consider thie the easiest of execution as we bave 
simp'y to fit it into a place already made for it and 
at the same time secure our “two birds”, for we re- 
place an irksome institution by one which ought to 
prove interesting and bighly beneficial. 

The number of large posts is constantly increas- 
ing; there ought to be no difficulty in supplement- 
ing the tbeorctical instruction, by practical work 
on the ground. Icis certainly a very simple thing 
to take a few companies of infantry or a couple of 
troops of cavalry at apvv post in the Army, and 
practically use them asd ff-rent parts of an advance 
guard, or rear guard. or to locate them as outposts 
—Ito properly post them in a wood, oradefile, in fact 
to illustrate dozens of problems which occur daily 
in actua) warfare. Even if we could grant for a 
moment that our officers do not need instruction in 
these detaile, their value to the men woulu well re- 
pay the time and labor expended. I am aware that 
this view is not new, and | know that many officers 
are very anxicus for instruction of this kind and it 
must come. Now isthe time to push this educational 
idea thrown out from Washington, and to mould it 
to our needs before some musty process is forced 
upon us, which we may not be able to shake off.

GENERAL COURT-MARTIAL CASES. 


In the case of Corpl. James Carr, Troop K, 2d Cavalry, 
tried at Fort Hu cbuca for striking other nen commis.

Danforth was eneaged in an angry altercation with 
Pvt. Dardis; that the accused wasa this time in bis tent, 
and, bearing the disturbance, stepved outand asked what 
was tbe matter. To this inquiry Sergt. Nanforth returoed 
an insulting reply, which precipitated the quarrel. Ir was 
clearly the rightand duty of the accused to inquire into 
the dificuity, and to aid in suppressing any impeuding dis- 
order, and bis inquiry should have received a civil answer. 
It ig not clear that the accused ( ffered violence to sergt. 
Danforth until the latter toreatened to‘ fix’ bim, and ran 
to bstent to get biscarbine. It is recognized that the au- 
thority of a non. c mmissioned cfiicer, when propery ex- 
ercised, cannot be too rigivly maintained. This is the cor- 
Ler s'one of discipline. But when be descends to the level 
of a common brawier, or resor«s to threats and menaces to 
secure the respec’ of his subordins»tes, bis authority is at 
anend. So faras the first and second specifications are 
concerned, tbe presumptions favor the accused, and the 
finding to these spec ficutions is accordingly disapproved. 
There can be however, no justification for the offerce 
found under the third specification, and the unprovoked 
assau!lt upon Corp). Hunt, #8 Jaid in the f-urth specifica- 
tion, would warrant the full measure of puvishment which 
bes heen edjucged. The finding to thethbird and fourth 
specifications, 1be charge and tbe sentence are approved; 
bu’, in consideration of the circumstances under which the 
accused become inv« ived in this difficulty, and ot the ex- 
cellent cburacter he bas uniformly sustained tor nine years 
without reprimand or cepsure of any kind, the sentence 
pe itigated toa forteiture of twenty-five (25) doliars of

premises, whi. b led bimto the formation of an opinion, 
does nut remove the case from the operation of the rule:

The following opinion of the Second Comptroller 
of the Treasury is published for the information 
and guidance of all concerned : 

This is the claim of the Southern Pacific Company con- 
cerning the free transportation of soldiers’ baggage. The 
company was accustomed to allow a deduction on freight 
for soldiers’ effects transported over their line to the 
amount of 150 lbs. per man, but included in the deduction 
only such persona! effects as are ew braced in Circular 23, of 
March 24, 1887. The Q. M. D. insisted that they were enti- 
tled to a reduction of 150 lbs. per man without regard to 
the character of the freight carried. The railroad contend- 
ed that this being so they were entitled to charge baggage 
rates on all over 150 ibs. per man. The Comptroiler decides 
that the Government can claim exemption only for an 
amount not exceeding 150 ibs. for the baggage of a particular 
map. “By paying the fare of one man it does not gain the 
privilege of having 150 lbs. of its own goods or those of some 
other man carried free.” He also holds tbat the railroad 
is only entitled t» freight charges for anything ia excess of 
the proper baggage allowance “as the ahipment was made 
by an ordinary freight train.” He further says: 

** On the occasion of a change of station of troops the car- 
rier should fur ‘ish baggage cars for the transpor'ation of 
the personal effects of the men, not exceeding 150 pounds 
each, If it fails tu do so this baggage may be placed in the 
freight cars with the Government property pertaining to 
the command and no charge should made for it.”

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SECOND COMPIROLLER’S DECISION. \ 


Second Comptroller Mansur has made a ruling as 
to the full effect of the suspension of military ca- 
dets. The chief importance of the decision lies 
in the fact that it will be applicable to officers 
as well as cadets. The Comptroller says: 


“The vital question to consider is the effect of the 
word ‘suspension’ iv the order of the President. It 
is contended by the Acting Judge Advocate General 
of the Army as follows: 

T am of the opinion that the cadet is entitled to the 
which bas been provided for bis support. Notbing is better 
established than that the punishment imposed by the sep- 
tence of a court-martial cannot be added to by those by 
whom it is enforced. When it was intended that suspended 
cadets sball lose their pey it ig 80 expressed. That it was 
= x expressed in this case indicates that it was not in- 


i find myself unable to agree with the Acting 
Judge Advocate General. Had tbe sentence of 
the Court-martial been avproved, be would not only 
bave lost bis rank and office as a cadet, but also ail 
emoluments connected therewitb,tbat of pay includ- 
ed. The President, by virtue of his authority as Com- 
mander-iu-Chief of the Army, modifies this find- 
ing, ®nd in lieu thereof substitutes for the sentence 
and judgment of dismissal of the Conrt-martial a 
suspension until the 28 h of August, 1894. This sus- 
pension then causes bis original appointment as a 
cadet to cease from operation or effect until the 
28°b of August, 1894. Substitute the word “ suspen- 
sion” for the words “to be dismissed,” in the find 
ipg of the Court-martial, and the sentenca will read 
this way: “suspended from the service of the 
United States until the 28th of August, 1894.” If, 
thep, the vadet is not in the service of the United 
States, he is not entitled to the emoluments of the 
office to which he was originally appointed. Under 
the common jaw system of pleading there is no 
count so flexible and nearly approximate of the 
rules of equity as that of quantam meruit, which is 
the doctrine, that a person may recover the reason- 
able value of any service rendered to another and 
accepted by him directly or indirectly by sucb 


person. 

Tbis doctrine is not applicable in this case. By 
the direct order of the President, Cadet Conrad was 
suspended from duty in the service of the United 
States. Itis, therefore, wholly a question of indif- 
ference © hether be is still connected with the Aced 
emy ornot. The order is imperative and has been 
brought to his attention, that he is suspended from 
duty fur a specified time in the United States, and 
during that time he cannot be called upon to do 
duty or render service to the United States, nor can 
he be compensated for any if rendered. A suspend- 
ed cadet is not permitted to remain at the Military 
Academy. Heis off duty during his term of sus- 
pension. To exact no service, and pay bip his sal- 
ary during the time of suspension is to reward rather 
than punisb for conduct prejudicial to the good or- 
der of the Academy. I endorse and stand by the 
views expressed by Comptroller Maynard in his po- 
sition of Jan. 23, 1886. That case is on all fours with 
the one under consideration. 

The foregoing remark indicates that Cadet Con- 
rad are equally applicable to the claim of Louis H. 
Basb, both cases having been referred by the Seo- 
retary of War for my decision thereon. 


REGIMENTAL CULORS, 
To the Editor ef the Army and Navy Journal: 

REGIMENTAL colors under the new Drill Regula- 
tions ure really of no use. in extended order, the 
fighting order, the colors are sent to the rear for 

safety, and asa rule will be placed under the care 
of a body of men whose chief duty will be to pro- 
tect those colors. 

Under tbe new drill, a colonel will bave charge 
often of a figbting line balf a milelong; he will have 
to go where most needed; he will not be in acertain 
known position ail the time, hence it will be well 
to bave some means of locating him certainly and 
quickly where he is wanted to give or to receive 
orders. 

1 would recommend the following system: Regi- 
mental fiag to be solid red in color, in size 2 by 3 
feei; the number of the regiment to be, in white 
figures 1 foot high, in the ‘entre of the flag. The 
lance to have a giit spear point, and to be 9 feet long. 
Brigades, divisions and corps to have thesame s'z-d 
flag, but to be the National color, the number ina 
white on the centre stripe. Toe iance fer brigade 
the same us for the regiment, but for divisions and 
corps instead of a spear point to have a silver eagie 
for the divison and a goid eagle for the corps. 

Color bearerto be mounted and accompany his 
chief as now provided for generai offivers. The 
national color to have a guard of two wep, to ride 
one on each side of bearer. Lo this way offivers 
could be quiekiy and certainly located, and tbe 
regimentai flag of practical ue, Thenati-nal color 
to be entitled to every bonor possible, and when 

laced, in an emergency, on the fizhting line to call

Some valuable expermments with a new armor- 
piercing projectile which can be manufactured ata 
greatly reduced nrrice from thst now used were 
made at [ndian Head Proving S‘ation last week. 
The projectile is the discovery of a New York 
man and consists of a cast-steel shell which from 
tests shows that it bas many good qualities and 
ney in time prove to be equally as efficient as the 
Holtzer projectile and others of foreign invention 
now used. ‘he shells fired were of 10 inch calibre, 
the plate 10 inches thick and of nickel steel. The 
firet shot was fired at a velocity of 1,400 foot sec- 
onds and a striking velocity of 6,848 tons. The shell 
penetrated the plate, 86 inches of the oak backing, 
and 18 inches of oak upright, and was then found to 
bave been upipjured,still symmetrical and but little 
ebanged in dimen-ions. The results were very sat- 
isfactorv. The second shot was fired with a veloc- 
ity of 1,520 foot-seconds and an energy of 8,056 foot- 
tons. The shell penetrated the 10 inches of armor, 
went through the oak backing and 18 inches of live 
oak, struck against a piece of steel and deflected 
into the river. The shell could not be recovered. 
The third shot was with a velocity of 1,490 foot-sec- 
onuds and an energy of 7,772 foot-tonx. The shell 
went through the plate and imbedded itself in the 
backing. It was found entire, somewhat distorted 
and * upset "’ in the point, along which extended a 
crack. This was the only serious injury discovered 
in any of the shots fired during the test. The fourth 
shot was fired at the increase velocity of 1.580 foot. 
seconds and an energy of 8 659 foot-tons. Tne shell 
penetrated the plate, the 36 inches of backing, ten 
feet of earth and fell into the river. When the 
ebell was recovered it was found absolutely unin- 
ured. The report states that it can be fired again. 
his is the most remarkable showing ever made by 
& projectile when the composition of the shell and 
the conditions are taken into account. This test 
practically settles the effort of the ordnance 
officer to secure an expen+ive shell. No better re 

suits could be asked of a projectile of cast steel than 
has been attained by the latest lot received from the 
firm inventing the shell. Theshelis cost from 10 to 
12 cents per pound, so that on prej ctiles of the 
calibre fired laet week there is a saving over forged 
steel shells of $140 for each proj-ctile.

A LETTER wr tten aboard H. M. 8. Resolution, re- 
ports tbat abe rolled 48 deg. All parte of the upper 
deck gear wss carried away,and three boats smashed. 
Everything breakable was done for and all drawers 
not locked came fiying to the deck. “One of the 
avcbor chains was washed oyerboard like a piece of 
string. The seas came over into the stokehold, and 
it was soon a foot deep, whilst there was 5 feet in 
the engineroom. We bad the watertight doors 
closed. The seas came down both ladders and all 
along by my cabin. The men’s (or sailors’) mess 
tables were floating about like so many small 
boxes.”’ 

SECRETARY HERBERT this week ordered a Court 
of Inquiry to meet at the Portemoutb, N. H., Navy- 
yard, Jar. 23, for the trial of lst Lieut. Theodore G. 
Fillette, U. 8. Marine Corp:, for conduct unbecom- 
ing an officer. Lieut. Fillette was recently a witness 
before the court examining the conduct of Lieut. 
R. G. Davenport during the Samoan burricane, and 
consumed more timein returning to hiss'ation than 
is allowed an officer. He bas twice been in trouble 
before, the last time being a year ago when he was 
sentenced to dismissal for conduct prejudicial to the 
interest of the Service. Secretary Tracy, however, 
deferred action fora year on the findings in order to 
give the officer time to retorm and pay his debts, 
neglect to do which was one of the charges pre- 
ferred against bim at the time. The Court will be 
com posed of Capt. T. O. Selfridge, Comdr. George 
Wadleigh, Capr. Crarles L. Williams, Marine Corps, 
and Capt. Paul St.C. Murphy, Judge Advocate. 

THE Army and Navy Gazette in an article on the 
recent mishap of the wursbip Resolution. holds that 
“itis absurd to assumethat the Resolution rolled 
from forty-three to forty-five degre+s, as the pen- 
dulum in these battle ships is only adjusted to a roll 
of thirty degrees either way through ao are of sixiy 
degrees and is enclosed in an upright case. The 
pendulum strikes the sides of the case when the ves- 
se] beels thirty degrees, and can then go no further. 
It says the acjustmenrt of the pendulum to thirty 
degrees indicates that the Admiralty did not expect 
@ greater roil. That the Resolution rolled enor- 
mously is not doubted, but tnat sone rolled at an an- 
gie of forty five degrees each way we regard as 
most unlikely,asthe movement of stability between 
thirty and forty-five degrees is enormous.” 

THERE seems to be a division of opinion between 
the Board of Bureau Chiefs of the Navy Depart- 
ment, and the [nspection Board, of which Commo- 
dore Jobn G. Walker is president, over the best 
means of remedying the present unstable condition 
of several of the recently built cruisers. The Bu- 
reau Cbiefr, after examining the defects of the Ma- 
chias and Castine, recommended that their defects 
could be overcome by reducing the weights above 
the water and increasing those below. Lighteoviog 
of the maste, riggirg, and part of the superstruc- 
ture, and a reduction in the armament was the plan 
proposed to accomplish the desired effect. It also 
recommended that about thirty tons of cement be 
placed in the bottoms of each ship to bring their 
meta-centre to the safe basis. The Inspection 
Board, bowever, which has further considered the 
subj-ct, bas made a long and exhaustive report to 
the Secretary on the condition of these versels, and 
suggests that other means be applied to reduce the 
top heaviness. According to this report both ships 
should be cut in two and fourteen feet additional 
length added. This would do away with the neces- 
sity of decreasing the battery power and placing 
weights in the vessels’ holds, Tne Construction 
Bureau asserts that this would practically mean 
building the ships over, and that a very large out- 
lay of money would be required. B-sides the com- 
pletion of the vessels and their readiness for sea 
would be delayed several months. Secretary H-r- 
bert bas the report of the Board under advisement, 
and until he acts on it, the question of what step 
are to be taken to render these vessels perfectiy 
safe and seaworthy will remain in abeyance,

The men nave recently 
been boycotting the canteen to some extent, but it 
is believed that now things have been explained to 
the satisfaction of all. Many of the officers and men 
of the 15:h Infantry are expecting to be ordered 
West in the spring. 

On last Friday the recruiting officers in this city 
received a despatca from the War Department au 
thoriziog the enlistment of 100 men ox» or before 
Jan. 15. This authority was based on the represen- 
tation» made by Capt. Philip Reade that peculiarly 
favorable conditions for the enlistment of desirable 
men existed in Chicago at the present time. The 
beneyolent societies of the city made an effort to se 
cure the 100 able-bodied men provided for so as to 
relieve the city of that number of idle workmen.

FIFTY-THIRD CONGRESS. 


WE announced last week that the Senate Com- 
wittee on Military Affairs bad made a favorable 
report on the bill (S. 1209) to remove the ten years’ 
restriction on enlistments, to reduce the term of 
eplistwent in the Army to three years, and for other 
purposes. The text of the amended bill as reported 
to the Senate follows below. lt will be observed 
that the first section remains unchanged, that the 
second bas been amended by adding in modified 
form the provision in the correspondiug House bill 
to probibit the enlistments of foreigners, and that 
the last three sections of the original bill have been 
consolidated into one. This is the text of the 
amended bill: 

* S$. 1209, Walthall. Be it enacted, etc, That so 
much of the Act of Congress entitled ‘An Act mak- 
jog appropriations for the supvort of the Army for 
the fiscal year ending June 30. 1°94, and for other 
purposes,’ approved Feb. 27, 1893, as provides that 
‘po private shall be re-enlisted who has served ten 
years Or more, or whois over thirty-five years of 
age, except such as have already served as enlisted 
men for twenty yeare or upwards,’ be and the same 
is hereby repealed. 

“Sec. 2. That hereafter all enlistments in the 
Army shall be for the term of three years, and no 
soldier shall be again enlisted in the Army whose 
service during bis Jast preeeding term of enlistment 
hss not been honest and faithful; and in time of 
peace no person who is not a citizen cf the United 
States, or who cannot speak, read and write the 
Englisb language, sball be enlisted in the Army for 
the first time; Provided, That the foregoing re quire- 
ments as to enlistments in time of peace shali not 
apply to the enlistment of Indians. 

* Seo. 3. That the period within which soldiers may 
re eDlixt with the benefits conferred by Sections 1232 
and 1284 of the Revised Statutes, be, and the same is 
bereby, extended to three months; and herea‘ter 
every enlisted man in the Army, excepting general 
service Glerks and general service messengers, shall 
be entitled to all the benefits conferred by Secs. 1281 
and 1282 of the Revised Statutes: Provided, That to 
be entitled to the additional pay authorized by Sec- 
tion 1281, for men serving in the third, fourch and 
fifth yeare, the service must bave been continuous 
within the meaning of thissection.”” 

Both Houses of Congress this week passed a reso- 
lution authornzing Msj. Gen. Oliver Otis Howard, 
U. 8. A., to accept from the President of the French 
Republic a diploma conferring upon him the deco- 
ration of ‘Commander of the National Order of the 
Legion of Honor. 

The Senate Committee on Military Affairs, at its 
meeting on Thursday, considered but one messure. 
that being the bill toadvance Capt. and Asst. Surg. 
Wm. R. Steinmetz, retired, to the rank of m+joron 
the retired list. A favorable report was ordered, 
and the report of the committee in the last Con- 
grees was adopted. 

The principal event in Congress this week of in- 
terest to the Army was the announcement on 
Thursday of the resignation of Senator Walthall, 
of Miss., chairman of the Committee on Military 
Affaire, of his seat in the Senate. The resignation 
is to take«ffect on Jan. 24. The reason assigned by 
Senator Waltball for taking this step is that his 
health bas been bad and he has come to the conclu- 
sion that the climate of Washington does not agree 
vith bim. Senator Walthall entered the Senate in 
1885 ae the successor to Mr. Lamar upon the appoint 
ment of the latter to be Secretary of the Interior in 
the first Cleveland administration. He has served 
on the Committee on Military Affairs continuously 
since that time, and has been a valuable member of 
the committee. His retirement from the Senate 
vill make it necessary to appointa new chairman 
of the Military Committee. Senator Cockrell, of 
Missouri, is the next man on the committee in point 
ot seniority, but he will not be made chairman, for 
the reason that he is now at the head of the Com- 
mittee on Appropriations, and he would not give 
up that place to become chairman of the Military 
Committee. Senator Bate, of Tennessee, isthe next 
map, and he will probably be advanced to the 
chairmanship, as he is at present chairman of the 
Committee on Public Lands, which is not nearly so 
desirable a committee as that on Military Affairs. 
However the chairmanship may be arranged, there 
will be a vacancy among the Democratic member- 
ship of the committee. There will be no lack of 
candidates for the plave, as the Military Committee 
is considered one of the most important commit- 
tees in the Senate. It may be that there will bea 
considerable shifting about of Democratic Senators 
upon the committees in conse quence of the resigna- 
tion of Senator Walthall, for he wasa member of 
several other important committees. It may be 
that atthe same time the change is madein the 
Democratic membership of the Committee there 
may be some change in the Republican member- 
ship, for Senator Proctor, of Vermont, is under- 
stood to be quite anxious to serveon the Military 
Committee again. It is porsible that there may be 
an increase of twoin the membership of the Com- 
mittee so as to admit of the assignment of Senator 
Proctor to it and still give it a Democratic majority 
of one, 

Tne joint Sub-Committees of the Senate and 
House Committees on Naval Affairs to take under 
consideration all matters relating to the personnel 
of the Navy has not yet been completely organiz-d. 
Owing to the absence of Senator McPherson, chair- 
man of the Senate Committee on Naval Affairs, that 
Committee did not meet this week and its represen- 
tatives on the Joint Sub-Committee have not been 
selected. The House Committee bas not formally 
appointed its representation, but it has been de- 
cided that Coairman Cummings and Mr, Meyer, of 
Lousiana, will be the representatives of the Demo- 
cratic majority, and either Mr. Boutelle, of Maine, 
or Mr. Wadsworth, of New York, will be the Re- 
publican member. It is expected the Joint Sub- 
Committee will be organized and ready for work by 
the beginning of February. 

Tariff has ocoupied the attention of the House this 
week to the exclusion of everything else, and very 
little committee work bas been done. The Sub- 
Com mittee on the Military Academy bill bas made 
some progress with its work, and the Committee on 
Naval Affairs had under consideration tne estim- 
ates for tbe Bureau of Equipmert. Capt. Chad- 
wick, the chief of that Bureau, was betore them to 
expisin the estimates. The Sub-Committee ap- 
pointed to draft a report on the Holman resolution 
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inquiring into the payment of premiums on vew 
ships will be ready to report to the full Committee 
at the meeting next Thursday. The report will be 
unanimous, and it is understood it will be vigorous 
and will make some criticism of the influences that 
brought about its introduction.

The adoption of the suggestion made to Congress 
by the President of the United States—to give to 
officers on the retired list the full pay of their 
grade when detailed on such duty would be but 
just and right, and the slight increase to the fia- 
ancial budget would be returned in the public 
benefits derived from giving to the country 
at large an annual output of thousands of young 
men, educated, disciplined, well drilled, and ready 
for the field, imbued with confidence, and senti 
meats of patriotism. 

A German statistician estimates that twelve hun- 
dred thousand men took part in the autumn ma 
neeuvres on the Continent during the last season. 
What av immense advantage to this country if we 
could subject a corresponding numb2rof our young 
men to asimilar experience yearly! We have the 
men and we have the money, but we are without 
the proper appreciation of the value of military 
training, which is altagether aside from the possi- 
bilities of war. We gain something, undoubtedly, 
by the desultory and incomplete military training 
to which a small portion of our population is sub- 
ject. How much more we should gain if this was 
made thorough, systematic and as nearly as possi: 
ble universal. With modern machinery we produce 
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so much more than we can consume that some out- 
let must be found for the surplus energies of a 
nation. Abroad this is absorbed in military service 
greatly to the increase of national vigor. We are 
entering upon a new period of our history, and we 
shall find ourselves confronted ere long with diffi- 
culties whicb, with optimistic faith, we have as- 
sumed to be the product of conditions foreign to us. 
The instruction of our youth and young men in 
military exercises, and in the military ideas of sub- 
ordination to duty end authority, is in the line of 
preparation for defence, not only against foreign 
foes but against the elements of disorder with which 
we must always contend at home. 








Tue Conservatives in Parliament are baiting Mr. 
Gladstone with the naval question. With a talling 
revenue he is compelled to retrench somewhere 
at a time when a demand for an increase of the 
Navy has become popular, and there is an effort to 
make the increase a party question. There has been 
some lively discussion of the subject in Parliament. 
The Engineer says : ‘‘ There is one point, however, 
which was not touched upon in the debate, and that 
is how it is proposed to officer and man ail the ves- 
sels which would be commissioned in time of war. 
We have now under nine hundred, lieutenants, yet 
in 1818 there were over three thousand on the list. 
At that time such an expansion was not impossible 
or even difficult. No greater amount of science 
was required of an officer, and he readily picked up 
the simp Je training then required in gunnery. Now 
it is quite a different matter, and the question of a 
reserve of lieutenants is one which deserves early 
and serious consideration. The same may be said 
of seamen and stokers. The merchant sailor of 
former days was readily converted into a smart and 
efficient man-of-war’s man. Sails were the common 
knowledge of each, and the handling’ of guns in- 
volved little more, than an exercise of, physical 
strength. We had then a nautical reserve which 
never failed us. Can the same be said now? or is 
it not the fact that we are relying upon a small 
boay of splendidly trained men with little or no re 
serve?” 


IN a personal letter to the Editor of the JouRNAL 
an officer of the Army, now on the retired list, says: 
‘* For myself I have ever thought that most of the 
officers on the retired list ought to be employed by 
the Government. There is no reason why they 
should not do all the recruiting, most of the school 
work, and most of the work of the pension bureau, 
ete., etc. 1t was a mistake to retire so many with- 
out specifying that a certain class of them should be 
still available for such duties. It does not follow 
because a man cau no longer ride or march or rough 
it in all kinds of weather that he canpot make a 
good recruiting officer. I was a lieutenant and cap- 
tain in one company over twenty-two years, and I 
think the record will show that for about one-third 
of that time I was the only officer for duty with my 
company. This was not a rare exception. It is 
plain that detached service is one of the Army evils. 
It has no defenders except those who wish it to con 
tinue for their personal benefit, and they are the 
class who get all the favors and leave other officers 
todo duty with the colors. The Army would be 
benefited, its personnel would be more efficient if 
there was no possibility of detached service, except 
temporarily for staff duty with troops, or at one of 
he schools of application. The retired list ought 
o do these light duties, both because the retired 
list can do them, and because the active list ought 
not to be injured by doing them.” 











THE financial difficulties of I:aly seem to be com 
pelling her to choose between the curtailment of 
her expenses for the Army or the Navy. Her exposed 
position, as a peninsula inviting attack from every 
side except the Nortb,led Napoleon to the conclusion 
that the Navy was her true arm of defence, and 
this opinion is sustained in an article appearing in 
ll Pericolo é dal Mari, In the event of war with 
her most likely antagonist, France, I:aly should, he 
argues, despatch her fleet against Antibes, Saint 
Tropez, La Ciotat, Marseilles, Ovtte, Port Vendres, 
and the Algerian Coast, and should effect landings 
with the purpose of blowing up French forts and 
magezines. Ia order that she may do this she 
must possess a powerful fleet, which is of far 
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greater importance to her than a large Army. 
modern invention has transferred power to small 
craft these should be increased rather that battle- 
ships. He would elso create a large arsenal at Tre- 
pani, Sicily. Just at present I aly is finding use 
for her Army in quelling the spirit of sedition 
which seems to be abroad, especially in Sicily. As 
Admiral Marin, the new [talian Minister of the 
Navy, is an enthusiastic seaman, it is not likely 
that he will suffer Navy interests to be neglected. 








Tue Army and Navy Gazette calls the Duke of 
Oambridge to account for some} very strong lan- 
guage he is reported to have used concerning a let- 
ter which appeared inthat paper. According to the 
report of his speech, which is substantially the same 
in different dailies, the Commander-in-Chief said : 
‘Iv was most disgusting and deplorable, and he 
thought very little of the persons who had done it; 
he could not believe that the letters had been writ- 
ten by the cadets.” The Gazette defends its cor- 
respondents, and declares that his critic could never 
have read the letter, adding: ‘‘We respectfully 
suggest to the Commander-in-Chief that he should 
take the trouble of reading it and then give his 
opinion on the matter to those who gave him the 
erroneous information that cadets had been writing 
to the papers in a manner which led His Royal 
Highness to indulge in the language which we think 
it is scarcely credible that he really used on the oc- 
casion.” It might have further added, in the lan- 
guage of Patrick Henry, of Virginia: “‘If this be 
treason make the most of it.” Wecan assure His 
Royal Highness that he is losing a great deal of 
pleasure and instruction if he does not read the 
Gazette regularly. 





WE give under our Congressional heading the 
text of the bill, S. 1209, regulating enlistments, as 
it has been favorably reported to the Senate. There 
is every prospect that it will pass the Senate in 
some such form, and there is nothing in the action 
of the Senate Committee that indicates any dis- 
agreement with the corresponding House bill. They 
indeed adopt the features of the House bill exclad- 
ing foreigners from enlistment in our Army 
in time of peace, and those who cannot sseak and 
write the English language. The Committee reg 
ports that the legislation limiting enlistments to 
teu years has worked so badly that it should be re- 
pealed. The universal criticism upon it by Army 
officials of every grade leads to the conclusion ‘‘ihat 
the proposed repeal would promote the interest of 
the Service, and that it is demanded by considera- 
tion of justice to the men in the ranks and economy 
to the Government.” The Committee further agree 
that the reasons given for the reduction of the per- 
iod of enlistment seem ample to justify its enact- 
ment intolaw. They also concur in the conclusion 
that faithful service should be a prerequisite to re- 
enlistment. As tothe third section of the bill 
the Committee say that one effect of its adoption 
will be to secure the additional pay therein pro- 
vided for to those classes of enlisted men who do 
not now receive the same, owing to their omission 
from section 1280, viz: They urge that there is no 
reason why a discrimination should be made 
against chief musicians of regiments, artificers of 
artillery and infantry; and wagoners of cavalry, 
artillery, andinfantry. In view of the act of July 
29, 1886, expressly limiting the compensation of 
general service clerks and messengers, the Commit- 
teeare of the opinion that they should not have the 
benefits of Sections 1281 and 1282 of the Revised 
Statutes, and, therefore they are exempted from 
the operation of Section 3. 








THE Navy Register, dated January 1, 1894, now 
going through the press, will be more nearly up to 
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tenant, janior grade, twenty-five, and the janior 
ensign thirty-three. The present junior medical 
director and inspector went up three files each; sure, 
geon, five files; P. A. surgeon, twelve files; pay. 
director and inspector, each one file; paymaster, 
three files; passed assistant paymaste™, two Giles; 
chief engineer anc pas:ed assistant engineer, each 
seven. The stagnation of promotion in the Mirine 
Corps is shown by the fact that there have been no 
promotions in any grade above that of lieutenant; 
two ist lieutenants have become captains and five 
of the eight 2d lieutenants 1st lieutenants. Forty- 
three naval cadets have resigned and five other offi- 
cers, viz., one lieutenant, one lieutenant (junior 
grade), an assistant surgeon, a passed assistant en- 
gineer, and an assistant engineer. There have been 
thir'y-nine retirements and thirty eight deaths in 
the Navy, and five retirements and three deaths in 
the Marine Corps. Six naval cadets have been 
honorably discharged and three dropped. Two offi- 
cers have been ‘ropped and three dismissed. There 
have been in all seventy-five casualties among the 
officers of the Navy in addition to fifty-six naval 
cadets, eight marine officers, and eight warrant 
officers, Two vessels have been added to the list of 
first rates, three to the third rates, one fourth rate, 
two to the list of unserviceable vessels, and there 
are seven fewer vessels under construction. Nearly 
all of th3 cruisers, the monitors and guaoboats are 
classed as second rate, and the third rate comprises 
all other vessels of the Navy not included in the 
classes above mentioned. The work of preparing 
the Register was in the hands of Easign Roberé L. 

Russell, whose great care is manifest in the freedom 

from errors and classification of the matter. 








THE War Department wishes to correct an erron- 
eous impression which has got abroad respecting 
the use of whistles in the sword hilts of infantry 
officers. The use of the whistle is not made com- 
pulsory by the authorities, but it is entirely optional 
with officers whether they use it or not. Go2neral 
Schofield recommende‘4 to the Secretary that officers 
desiring whistles in their swords be given the 
privilege, and that the ordnance factories be in- 
structed to make the change at the officers’ ex ,ense, 
This action was taken in answer to many demands 
from the infantry for the adoption of the whistle. 
Several officers have already had whistles inserted 
in the swords, and many others will follow their ex- 
ample. The command by the whistle is to be given 
only when on skirmish drills. 








THe War Department this week detailed three 
other officers as military instructors at institutions 
of learning. These officers are First L'eutenaat 
Albert B. Scott, Thirteenth Infantry, at the Middle 
Georgia Military and Agricultural College ; Firat 
Lieutenant Eli H. Helmick, Fourth Iafantry, to 
the Hillsdale Military Academy, and First Lteuten- 
ant Walter A. Thurston, Sixteenth Infantry, at the 
Fiorida Agricultural College. There are yet a 
number of vacancies to be filled. The Secretary is 
considering the claims of several institutions and 
will probably make the remaining selections shortly. 








THE Ordnance Bureau of the Army has received 
a number of inventions submitted by officers of en- 
trenching tools to be carried by soldiers on a 
march. The question of some type of tool to take 
the place of the knife now used for this’ purpose in 
the Army has been uaoder advisem»nt for some 
months, but no concerted action has ever been 
made looking towards a selection. The present so- 
called tool is acknowledged to be unsuitable for the 
purposes of entrenchment, and in the near fature 
it is believed that some other kind will be adopted. 
Colonel Bell, of the Subsistence Department, has 
recently submitted a style which can be easily af-

Tue Seventh (N. Y.) Regiment Gazette has found 
a Seventh Regiment man who has served in the 
Army as a private. He declares as the re- 
sult of many years of experience, that while 
there was much better discipline in the Army 
than in the Seventb, the drill in the Army was in- 
ferior to that in the Seventh. He missed in the 
Army, he states, that esprit de corps which ani- 
mates the Seventh. Clerical duties, as those of lst 
sergeants, making up returns, reports, muster rolls, 
etc., were, he thought, better performed in the 
Seventh than in the Army, the business training of 
Seventh men being of great advantage to them in 
this respect. The average marksmanship in the 
Army he considers far better;‘than in the Seventh, 
in epite of Creedmoor and armory scores. Every 
man in some companies would, he thinks, be con- 
sidered good enough to be “a team man” by the 7th. 
The person mentioned left the Seventh about ten 
years ago. 





Figaro complains that France is overestimating 
her military strength in counting on mere numbers. 
Her short service militiamen are not trained sol- 
diers. “Tbere is no longer any army when every- 
body isa soldier; there is no military spirit when 
the service is a common duty; there are no more 
heroes when every one is mobilized expressly to 
become one.” An army of 1,200,000 thoroughly 
trained is more to be relied upon than the decep- 
tive array of four millions. According to recent 
statistics Germany’s proper forces exceed those of 
France by 150,000 men. M. Clemenceau, editor of La 
Justice, who continues his fierce attack on the 
French Navy, declared that twenty years after the 
battle of Sedan France is in the same position that 
she was in on the eve of the declaration of war 
against Prussia. 








Asa contribution to the rapidly growing record

My conclusions based upon 
three years’ experience with that mess are summed 
up in a report to the Surgeon Genera! of the Army, 
from which | venture to quote: * * 8 
‘Tbe departure of this command (7th Cavalry) 
would take out of the mess hall every man familiar 
with its workings. A new garrison would have to 
organize at the foundation and learn from experi- 
ence, what has been gained here by nearly three 
years’ trial. I have reason to believe that experi- 
ence would be a bitter one, and unnecessarily so, 
since, with a permanent personnel (which might be 
obtained through the instrumentality of the gen 

eral service) a change of garrison would not leave 
the mess hall—as it now will—withouta single man 
who knows anything of its workings. [ have sug- 
gested the general service as a present means of at- 
taining the end in view, but ultimately there should 
bea regularly organized corps attached to the Sub- 
sistence Department, from which mess hall and 
bakery assigrments could be made.’ * * * 
The suggested corps would necessarily be made up 
of cooks, bakers, waiters, etc., and with proper 
military organization would ultimately become an 
admirable training school of cookery through the 
instrumentality of which a practical knowledge of 
good cooking, bothin camp and garrison would be 
disseminated throughout the entire Army.”

e) Oct. 26, 1861, both in the 2d Artillery, aod ren- 
ered valuable s-rvices duriaz the war. for which 
e received the brevetof bcrizgaiier-genera’. He was 
romoted colon+l, 4th Artiliery, Aug. |, 1863, and 
asretired Jan. 10,1877, after an active service of 
early forty-two years. Gen. Brooks belonged to the 
ld +chool of officers. He was a man of small stature 
ut as full of pluck as an egg is fullof meat. It is 
elated of him that during the war, beiog in com- 
band at Fort Jeff rfon, Dry Tortugas, “ Billy Wil- 
on’s Zouavee,” then there, commenced a riot in the 
arracks, smashing things right and left.

IN MEMORY OF PAUL JONES, 
BORN 1747, prep 1792. 


On Monday evening. Jan. 22, at 8 o’clock, a paper 
entitled “Commodore Jobn Paul Jones, of the Con- 
tinental Navy, the Sponsor of the Stars and Stripes 
on the Ocean,” will be read at the request of the 
Board of Governors of the Army and Navy “lub, 
at the Club House, Farragut Square. Wash- 
ington, D. C., by Commodore Richard W. 
Meade, United States Navy. Commodore Meade’s 
great-grandfather, George Meade, of Philadelphia, 
and his great-uncle. Thomas FitzSimons, of Phila- 
delphia, were personal friends of Commodore Paul 
Jone, or, as he was called in 1783, “the Chevalier 
Paul Jones.” 

George Meade, of Philadelphia, who was also the 
grandfather of the late General Meade, who won 
the battle of Gettysburg, was born in that city in 
1741 and died there in 1808. He was a mercbant and 
ship owner, the firm iu 1762 being “Garrett and 
George Meade,” and his name is on the roll of Jnode- 
pencence Hall attached to the famous non-importa- 
tion resolutions of Oct. 25, 1765, which the late Col. 
Eiting, in bis history of Independence Hall, de- 
ciares was the forerunner of the Declaration of In- 
dependence. 

Both George Meade and bis brother Garrett were 
prominent in resistance to the StampAct. It isnot 
generally known that Philadelphia took the lead in 
resisting this tax,and that the non-importation 
resolutions preceded the ‘-Boston Tea Party” eight 
years. Throughout the Revolution George Meade 
was a member of the Pennsylvania league known 
as “tbe A-sociators,’”’ a band of patriotic men 
pledged to resist to the laet the tyranny of George 
IIl, and be also served (1775 7) as a member o 31 
battalion of Col. Cad valader’s regiment, afterward 
commanded by Col. John Nixon. 

In 1779 80 the frm of George Meade and Com 
gave £2,000 «terling to feed and clothe Gen. 
ipgton’s suffering troops. 

Toomas FitzSimonr, who married in 1761 the sis- 
ter of George Meade, was also a merchant of Phil- 
adelphia, well koown in his day. He was in the 
battle of Trenton as Captain of Volunteers, served 
as member of the Marine or Navy Board of Penn- 
sylvavia in 1777,and was on the Committee and 
Coutcil of Safety during the entire Revolutionary 
struggle. ic 1782 he was a member of the Conti- 
peotal Congress, and in 1787 sat as a member of the 
convention that araftead the Constitution of the 
United States. He subsequently represented the 
city of Philadelphia in the lst, 2d and 31 Congresses 
as a Federalist, but was beaten for 4th Congress by 
Jobn suannick, the Republican poet of Philadel- 
phia, after which Mr. FitzSimons retired from pub- 
he life. He was director of the Bank of North 
America from 1781 to 1803, and at the timeof his 
death in 1811 bud been President of the Chamber of 
Commerce (1809) and of the Velaware Insurance 
Company from 1803 He wasa member of the Ma- 
rine or Navy Board of the State of Pennsylvania at 
the time Paui Jones was appointed to command the 
Ranger, then fitting out at Portsmoutb, N. H.

INDIAN BREVETS VS. MEDALS OF HONOR. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal. 


THE question of awarding the brevets for distin- 
guisbea services in action against bostile Indians 
provided for by recent acts of Coneress appears to 
be one which is giving the autborities much trouble. 
As tbe recommendations of general officers in each 
individual case bave been on file in the War De- 
partment for some time, it is difficult to under- 
stend why ac'ion is not taken upon them. Indian 
wars are now, bappily. Jargely athing of the past, 
apd recognition of past acknowledged gallant ser- 
vices sbould pot be denied to those entitled to it 
who bavethe good fortune to survive. One bv one 
tbe officers who gained distinction under Crook, 
Miles, Howard, Custer, Merritt, Gibbon and otbers. 
are passing from the scene. Promotion in times of 
peace is and must be slow. Why deny longer to 
men acknowledged to be worthy, the inexpensive 
and «empty bonor of a brevet as a testimonial of 
gallant services? 

Or better still, why not award to those who have 
been recommended for gailantry in action the 
Meda! of Honor? This bigbly prized distinction 
has beretofore been freely given for gallantry in 
Indisn engagements. and would certainly be worth- 
ily bestowed upon ¢ ficers specially commenived for 
services that would entitle them toa brevet. In this 
way, what seemsto be a difficult question to settle 
could readily and justly be disporea of.

THE TRUMPEIGRAPH. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 


THE trumpe'graph is a practical application of 
the “Morse alpbabet” to the trumpet notes, such ae 
balves and quarier-; corresponding with the dots 
and dasbes of tbe Morse alphabet, played upon the 
regulation trumpe!; all poter, with the exception 
of punctuation marks, to be sounded on C. For ex- 
ample, the letter A, one dot ard a dash, renresented 
by one quarter and a half note; the letter E, one dot, 
by one quarter pote, the letter M, two dashes, by 
two ball notes, etc. Tbe numerals can be abbreviated 
according to the practice adopted by expert tele 
graphers. The punctua’ion marks to be played ac- 
cording to the following abbreviated method, i. e. 
from C upwards to E (or any note agreed upon) for 
the comma: from U downwards to G, for the period: 
from C downwards toG and upwardsto E for the 
interrogation point, etc. Lo this way messages could 
be sevt with dispatch, not necessarily above 8 or 10 
miles. 

For sbi ps at sea in a fog, for instance, or when it 
is im possible to see signals at night time, the trumpet 
could be used to great sdvantage by the chief 
bugler under the direction of thesh'p's commander. 
Again, this arrangement could be used wito ¢ff-ct 
on Jand as well as at sea by the chief musicians, or 
by the chief trmpeters under the direction of the 
regimental or brigade commanders, 

A glance at the jaws of scoustics will show how, 
why and under what circumstances the human voice 
can be beard for miies. The druw beatire a retreat 
at Edinburgh Castle bas been heard at 19 miles; the 
report of the cannon of Antwerp was beard on the 
E zyebirge Meuntaine, 37) miles distant, and the 
speaking trumpet is now much used at sea to over- 
come the noise of the wind and waves. Collodon 
estimated that a bell submerged in the sea might be 
heard at a dietavce of wore than 60 miles. The velo- 
city of sound in the air being known, wecan employ 
it as @ Means of approximately measuring distauces. 
Thus when the distance becowes too great for tne 
sound of the trumpet, we might telegraph upon the 
submerged bell. 

I have in view a trumpet which might be employed 
with greater effect than that of the ordinary trum. 
pet; to be made similar to that used by Alexander, 
which epalled bim to call bis soldiers from a dis- 
tance ot 10 or 12 miles. and which could b+ heard at 
the dista:ce of 20 to 30 miles at sea. Several trum 
peters io line could seod a dispatch quite a distance, 
say 100 miles. Telegraph operators snould be able to 
receive & dispatch trom the sounds of a trumpet as 
well as from the clicking of the Morse. The gross 
(or large) trumpet could be used with good effect on 
railroad trains going around curves, etc.,in the day 
or night time, or when signals could not be seen, also 
at importsnts stations, thus avoid all collisions. The 
above su! jects might be experimented upon with a 
bappy ¢ff-cr, and musical sounds from certain in 
struments could be madethe medium through which 
buman livesiu a dangerous situation might be saved, 
as well as used for other purposes. 

All non-commissioned officers and privates of the 
signal corps should be able to make themselves 
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beard as well as be seen. For instance, providing 
the sun remained behind a cloud, heliographers 
could continue to telegraph their messages by the 
sounds of the trumpet—if the distance was not too 
great; also, when a favorable ground or elevated 
position could not be obtained for signaling. Ships 
in distress at sea could telegraph on shore an accurate 
account of their dangerous situation. The gross 
trumpet could also be used at life saving stations 
as well,etc ,-tc. Patents bave beevjapplied for, which 
will give me the exclusive right to telegraph by the 
use of air and wind.

A SUGGESTION FOR LYCEUMS. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 


It is hoped that during the present administration 
the military and naval services will find new illustra- 
tions of the wisdom of the party which did so much 
for them in the past and has at last regained control 
of every branch of the Government. How sterling 
and true Mr. Cleveland’s lust administration was 
towards the Service, and how merit was made hope- 
ful of its just reward and only what was best for 
the public interest could expect consideration and 
every deserving branch was built »p, have become 
established precedents. And the President has an- 
pounced his intention in no uncertain sound to con- 
tinue the march of improvement; and the line bas 
already bad notice served it to prepare for adjust- 
wept to the demands of the future. Some duty in 
educating and directing public opinion rests con- 
stantly upon our officers. This winter’s Lyceum 
can hardly devote themselves to a more instructive 
and profitable study than tre preparation of the 
best possible outlines for the military formations to 
come, and the most cogent representation of what 
wisdom requires shall be introduced into our service, 
ana representations of what it would be folly or 
worse to experiment with. Those who prefer can 
driftand growl like “dumb driven cattie.” The 
current will soon be too strong to expect heed to bs 
given to the words of any one. But now, at the 
very beginning, a few wise, strong, well chosen, 
kindly, good tempered woris might well avail much 
in every way. For instance, as tothe term of en- 
listment; is there no way for the company com- 
manders to express their judgment or make their 
wishes or opinions known? It is believed that they 
generally prefer a term of five years for enlistment; 
but abominate the present mongrel method, that 
may answer asa makeshift for the Eng'ish, but is 
unnecessary for and unsuited to us and our condi- 
tions. It takes five years to make the best trained 
soldiers, e:peviaily of the mounted service, and if 
petitions are seat to re-establish the enlistment at 
five years, without ifs or ands, they cannot be for- 
warded too soon to the military committee of Con- 
grees. Those who favor this must help attain it. 
Otherwise let three-year enlistments come on, as at 
least definite. Thisisa matter free from the per- 
sonal interests or envies, which vitiates so much 
that congressmen are importuned about. Our ser- 
vice may be far behind the times in many things; 
and perbaps rot least behind all modern methods 
in the matters pertaining to our enlisted force, 
whether in original entry, regular repletion, estab- 
lished reserve, systematic insttuction, or economical 
assembling. Our regiments and companies are 
doub less as capable as those of any other nation 
of taking care of themselves and attending to their 
owp business, If recruits and reservists reached 
and were systewmativally attached to them, asis done 
in all other civilized armies, it might be none the 
worse for all concerned. The annual report of the 
late Adjutant General placing the expense while 
gettine a r:cruit to bis company at $160, and the last 
indorsement of the S°cretary,may exviteand deserve 
careful attention. Stores and recruits are apt to be 
damaged at depote, and we prefer them direct and 
fresb. Delaying tilla million of dollars bas been 
absorbed annually seems costiv, ©. O, IgzaRp.

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WEST POINT AND THE MILITIA. 


Gus. Frrz@pRaLp and Col. Seward, of the Na- 
tional Guard, State of New York, baving been in- 
terviewed on that portion of Ivsp.-Gen. Brec«in- 
ridge’s report which advises closer relations be 
ween, Sp Guard and the Regular Army, are quoted 
as ea ViDe: 

General Fitzgerald—“ The relations at present ex- 
isting between the officers of the Regular Army and 
tbe National Guard are most cordial, and I do not 
know that they can be made my closer. [ bave al- 
ways found it so, and I think it is the general expe- 
rience also of the offivers.

National Guard. The chief diffieulty with West 
Point cadets bas been that some of them fail to un- 
derstand the circumstances in which the members 
of the National Guard are placed. They are obliged 
toearn 8 livelihood in the various professions and 
branches of business in which they are engaged, and 
can devote only a small portion of their time to 
nilitary matters. So high a standard of efficiency 
cannot, therefore, be expected from them as from 
the Regular Army.

NAvy DePpARTMENT, WASHINGTON, Jan. 10, 1894. 


G. O. No. 420. Publishes rules, supplementary to 
those comprised in G. O. No, 403, dated Oct. 14, 1892, 
designed to meet the requirements of the act of 
Congress, approved July 28, 1892. entitled * An act 
to provide for the examination of certain 
officers of the Marine Corps, and to regulate 
promotion therein.” The memorandum of sub- 
heads for the written examination is amended. 
In addition to the subjects heretofore prescribed, 
the written examinations of captains of the line for 
promotion to the grade of major, will embrace Re- 
gulations for the Army of the United States relat- 
ing to troops in campaign. Examining bvards will 
select therefrom, or draw indiscriminately by lot 
from a list of questions to be furnished by the col- 
onel commandant and questions in each subject ax- 
gregating in value the number prescribed in the 
summary of examination. The relative weights of 
the subjec's embraced in examinations will be as 
follows: 1. Theoretical.—Manual of guard duty, 2; 
Drill Regulations, 3; fire discipline, 3; naval gun- 
nery and exterior ballistics, 3; military law, 2; tor- 
pedoes, electricity and explosives, 3; field engineer- 
ing, 8; signaling, 1; minor tactics, 4; military topo- 
grapby, 8; troops iu campaign, 2; essay, 2; Navy 
and Army Regulatious, 2. 2. Parade and Oral.— 
Small-arms firing regulations, 3; administration ; 
duties on board ship, 2; drill, 4; signaling, 1; me- 
chanica] mat ceuvres,3.

TO DISBAND INDEPENDENT COMPANIES. 


in the House of Representatives, Mr. Van Voor- 
his, of New York. presented a protest of the offi- 
cers of the independert military companies of 
Rochester. N. Y., againstthe passage of the Chan- 
dler bill disbanding all independent military com- 
panies ia the United States. 

The bill named i« S. 3662, introduced by Mr 
Obandler, Jan. 4, 1893, and referred to a select co m- 
mittee, it is as foliows: 

** Be tt enacted, etc. That :t shall be unlawful for 
any body of wea numbering ten or more, any of 
whom are subject to enrolment as a parc of the 
militia of any State of the United States, to assem- 
bie or drill or bear arms asa military squad, com- 
pany, battalion, or other military organization, un- 
less tney are called forth by some civil or military 
officer lawfully authorized to make such call. 

“szc.2 That it shail be the duty of the Presi- 
dent to disband and disperseany such organization; 
and every person serving as a member thereof shall 
also be subj -ct to a fine not exceeding one thousand 
dollars or by imprisonment not exceeding one year, 
or by both such fine and imprisonmeat.” 

[o spite of this protest this is a good bill and it 
ought to become a law.

AT the last meeting of the London Meteorological 
Society, Mr. C. Harding, F. R. Met. Soc., gavean ac. 
count of the “Great Storm of Nov. 16 to 20, 1898." 
Thisstorm was the moat violent of revent years: and 
so far 88 anemometrical records ure concerned, the 
wind attained a greater velocity than bas previously 
been recorded in the British Islands. The velocity 
of the wind was ninetv sx miles in the hour, from 
3.30 to 9.30 P m., Nov. 16, in the Orkneys, where the 
hurricane burst with such suddenness that it is des- 
cribed as like the shot of a gun; and the wind after- 
wards attained the very high rate of ninety miles 
and upwards io the hour, for five consecutive hours. 
At Holyhead the storm was terrific; the anemometer 
recorded a wind velocity of eighty-nine miles in the 
bour, and it was eighty miles or above for eleven 
bourse; while the force of a whole gale, sixty-five 
miles an hour and upwards, was maintained for 
thirty-one hours; and for four and a-half days the 
mean hourly velocity was fiftv four miles. Many of 
the gusts were at the rate of 115 miles an bour, and 
at Fleetwood a squall occurred with the wind at 
toe rate of 120 wiles in the hour. The storm was felt 
over the entire area of the United Kingdom, and the 
wreck returns show that disasters occurred with 
almost equal frequency on all coasts.
